By drawing 43,000 paying customers to the 
Australia v New York Cosmos match in Sydney 
last week, International Artists showed that soccer 
can be marketed in the same way as hamburgers, 
fried chicken and movie stars. 


Raiph Lynch, head of the promotions company, would 
not disclose the profit made on the match but it is be~- 


lieved to be $130,000. 
The 43,000 paying 
spectators parted with a 
total of about $290,000. The 
promoters paid the Soc- 
ceroos a $15,000 match fee,

International Artists 
were employed by Adel- 
aide City to promote the 
match in Adelaide last 
Sunday, with the result 
that about 23,000 people 
turned up. 


This is only the start of 
International Artists’ in- 
volvement in soccer. 


Mr Lynch revealed after 
the game in Sydney that 
his company may link up 
with Adelaide City to bring 
Italian club Juventus to 
Australia next year. 


He said he also wants to 
promote matches by Liv- 
erpool here. 


“‘The ultimate would be 
to bring the full England 
international team to Aust- 
ralia but that may prove 
too difficult,’ Mr Lynch 
said. 


However, it is unlikely 
that the ASF will agree to 
allow International Artists 
to continue promoting 
international matches on 
the same terms as those 
for the Cosmos game. 


The ASF would demand 
a much bigger cut of any 
future cakes. 


Alternatively, the ASF 
may be willing to employ 
International Artists to 
market matches staged by

Richards said he had rejected APIA’s offer to be general man- 
ager and that he would probably “give football a break’. 

However, he still will lead APIA on a tour of Italy in December 
and will be in charge of the APIA youth team which will compete 
in a tournament in Italy in February. 

Papallo said he had asked Wallace to be on the look-out for a 
midfielder a a striker to bring to Australia.

APIA’s first major signing to strengthen the team for next , 


season was Phil O’Connor, the St. George and Australian inter- 
national winger. 

O'Connor cost APIA $9,000, the amount stipulated in his con- 
tract with St. George. 

The former Luton Town forward cost St. George $9,000 when he 
transferred from Wollongong in 1977. The Saints released O’Con- 
nor after a dispute over payments. 

St. George believed if it met O’Connor’s demands, other 
players in the club would ask for similar rises, leading the club 
into financial trouble. 

The Saints now are reported to be on the verge of signing John 
Davies from Canberra City for $12,500. 

St. George signed Peter Beggs from Sutherland recently but 
John and Rob O’Shea are reported to be moving from St. George 
to Canberra. 

Mr Papalio added several APIA players would be put on the 
transfer list to make way for the new players. 

The only player who officially has left APIA is costly Italain 
import Rosario Rampanti. He is now playing in the Italian Second 
Division and will not return to APIA. 

During his stormy stay with the club, Rampanti was reported 
to be receiving $1000 a game 

Mr Papallo said that APIA was not interested in signing Essen- 
don Croatia striker Fommy Cumming, and denied allegations that 
the club tried to poach him. 

“APIA has a policy never to contact a player without per- 
mission,”’ he said. ‘‘There’s no substance to the charges that we 
tried to poach Cumming.”’ 

Papallo added that the club was working hard to improve Lam- 
bert Park, APIA’s home ground for 1980. 

“The PSL informed us several alterations and improvements 
were needed before Lambert Park would be suitable,’’ said Pa- 
pallo. “The playing surface, changing rooms, Press box and ref- 
eree’s room all have been up-graded to meet the requirements. 
They are the bare necessities, but the large-scale work of building 
grandstands still is in the planning stage. 

“However, I expect our crowds to increase because of our 
move back to Lambert Park, which is local for our supporters."’ 

The PSL has also directed APIA to change its name. Mr Pa- 
pallo said the club's members would have a say in this decision. 

“At this stage, nothing is firm,” sald Papalle. “However, Lam- 
bert Park Rangers and Leichhardt Inter are two names that seem 
to be popular.” 

APIA's senior players will tour Italy in December for games 
against top clubs. Ray Richards said he would like to have a few 
guest players in his squad. 

“¥ contacted Joe Picioane of Footscray but it’s up to Tony 
Kovac and his club’s committee,” said Richards, ‘‘Naturally, I’d 
like to have Joe on the tour.’’ 

Richards said he also would like to have several guest players 
in the APIA youth team for the February tour. 

“Danny Moulis of Canberra City has asked me if he could be in 
the squad.”’ said Richards. “‘I'll be sitting down with the tours 
organiser Frank Avati and deciding which players we would like 
to take 

“The problem is that many clubs want their players for pre- 
season training in February.”

While the Socceroos’ and Cosmos’ respec- 
tive gurus, Rudi Gutendorf and Professor 
Julio Mazzei, were all smiles and handshakes 
when coming face-to-face after the match, 
there was a whiff of acid in the air.

The Cosmos are rapidly ap- 
proaching a stage in their 
existence where they will be 
recognised as a collection of 
footballing antiques; albeit a 
glittering and often enter- 
taining collection. 

They couldn’t be accused of 
not wanting to win, or taking 
the match in a half-hearted 
fashion — as many European 
and British visiting sides to 
these shores do. 

However, for many of them 
this keenness surfaced in the 
form of desperation, crude and 
dirty tactics when the ball 
wasn’t running their way- 

On the Showground turf 
Beckenbauer, when shadowed 
by a useful but far from world- 
class Steve Perry, was non- 
existent. 

Carlos Alberto spent most of 
his time stationary or walking 
around at a leisurely pace. 

Past skills showed up in the 
occasional magnificent pass, 
but tackling, harassment and 
shadowing were almost com- 
pletely absent from his reper- 
toire. 

As Professor Mazzei, coach, 
manager, technical director 
and, one suspects, father con- 
fessor of Cosmos, admitted 
afterwards: “There will be 
changes next year; Becken- 
bauer and Carlos Alberto have 
only one more year of play left 
in them and three of my assist- 
ants are scouring Europe, 
Latin America and the USA 
for new blood right now.” 

“The Australians were ag- 
gressive, fast, gave us no room 
to move and we could use 
some of these boys in Amer- 
ica. 

“Jimmy Rooney is a veter- 
an, but knows all there is to 
know about the game, while 
young Woodhouse was also 
very Impressive. 

“We, of course, missed the 
injured Tueart and Neeskens 
on the day,”’ he said. 


That left the likes of Senin- — 


ho, Morais, Beckenbauer, 
Carlos Alberto and a few 
others for Cosmos to struggle 
along with. 


The Socceroos should have 
such problems! 

As for our own Rudi, he con- 
ceded the point about the South 
Koreans, fast developing into 
the bogey team among our 
World Cup rivals, the team 
naughty young soccer players 
are told will come and get 
them if they won't behave. 


“The Koreans have a fanat- 
ical pride in their country and 
will give their all for the 
national team,’’ Gutendorf 
said. 


The Australians’ coach con- 
gratulated his charges for a 
“‘one hundred percent effort’’ 
and then went on to praise 
himself — deservedly so. 


“T had the guts to take the 
chance of conceding several 
goals against an accomplished 
team. so that we can go out 


there and play aggressive, at- 
tacking soccer,’’ Gutendorf 
said 

“I was right, these tactic 
paid off and, what's more, this 
is the kind of football people 
want to see; they will come 
bach for more,” he said. 


Gutendorf was also lavish in 
his praise of the promoters of 
the match: ‘I want to con- 
gratulate International Art- 
ists. They did a fantastic job 
entertaining the public.”’ 


“I only hope that our own 
administrators learn from 
this,"" he added rather 
wistfully. 

Diplomatically but quite 
openly, Gutendorf admitted 
that all is not well in his relat- 
ionship with the ASF hier- 
archy.

Apres Cosmos, le deluge? It would be nice to think so; it would be nice to believe that 
Australian soccer administrators will learn from the deluge of lessons which have descended 


upon them. 


Because the fact is that the incredibly successful Cosmos v. Socceroos promotion in Sydney can become a starting point for 
Australia’s climb to respectable heights on the saccer scene internationally and a point of departure for a new renaissance of the 


sport in this country 


Equally, it can become 
nothing more than a streaking 
comet on the increasingly 
bleak sky of domestic soccer; 
here one night, gone forever 
the next. 

The extraordinary crowd at 
Sydney's antiquated 
Showgrounds last week proved 
several points beyond any 
doubt: 

e The spectator potential is 
there, out in suburbia, lying 
dormant, just waiting to 
reappear again. 

e Soccer in Australia can be a 
money-making enterprise; all 
that is needed is a bit of 
imagination and daring in the 
investment of money. 

To take the above points one 
by one, Cosmos y. Socceroos 
attracted one of the biggest 
soccer crowds ever in 
Australia. 

Significantly, this in a 
season of tumbling 
attendances in the flagship of 
the sport, the Philips Soccer 
League. 

The multi-cultural, vibrant, 
excited throngs last 
Wednesday drove home in an 
unmistakable manner the 
lesson which all those who 
choose not to substitute dogma 
and prejudice for clear 
thinking and planning knew 
already. 

If we want to see great 
crowds and excitement return 
to our stadia on a regular 
basis, the paying customers 
must be provided with 
entertainment. 

What the entertainment is 
must coincide with the 
customers’ conception; it is a 
policy leading to disaster for 
administrators to arrive at 
preconceived ideas of what the 
multitudes should want and 
then proceed to try to ram it 
down their throats. 

This is what has been 
happening Jately — and we're 
fast running out of throats. 

The ASF hierarchy has its 
priorities in an unbelievable 
mess 

They are embroiled in a 
campaign against what are 
obnoxiously termed ‘“‘ethnic 
club names’’; a campaign 
which is taking on the 
proportions of a modern 
crusade. 

This is done on the 
assumption that such names 
are the only thing that stand in 
the way of a huge upsurge in 
crowd appeal. 

Morally this stance is 
indefensible! 

It doesn’t make any more 
sense in practical terms 
either. 

What matters to the man in 
the street in deciding how to 
spend the entertainment dollar 
is how good the entertainment 
will be. 

Cosmos proved this; it 
wasn't racial purity that drew 
the tens of thousands to the 
Showground. 

It was the likelihood of a 
top-notch entertainment by 
some household names in 
world soccer. 

When the success of Cosmos 
and some of the other North 
American clubs is examined, 
one thing stands out. 

Their activities are not 
based on ideology or some sort 
of immigrant guilt complex; 

it’s hard-headed business 
acumen, looking to make a 
buck and, ipso-facto, setting 
out to give the people what 
they want. 





Meanwhile the ASF is 
wasting its time and energy 
trying to figure out whether 
Ashfield Olympians is a 
sufficiently de-ethnicised 
version of Pan Hellenic-cum- 
Sydney Olympic. 

Cosmos officials Dominic 
Flora and Professor Julio 
Mazzei confirmed what I 
already knew when they told 
me last week: 
“Entertainment comes first 
with us. We give our crowds 
what they want.’ 

That is why they are raking 
in the millions, while the 
PSL’s crowds are shrinking 
alarmingly. 

While Australian soccer is 
not — and will never be — on 
the same scale as the 
American version, the 
operating principles are the 
same, or ought to be. 

There must be star quality 
and improving standards 
throughout the PSL. 

The Yanks do it by bringing 
in the players who can provide 
the entertainment — we aim to 
bar thei. 

If the ASF honestly believes 
that the best way of improving 
the standard of the local 
product is to make it easier for 
them to make the PSL sides by 
choking off the flow of good 
quality imported players, then 
they are exhibiting proof 
positive that they don’t have 
the foggiest of notions about 
what makes a good soccer 
player. 

It certainly won’t happen if 
we artificially depress the 
standard of the domestic 
competition. 

Dogma reigns supreme once 
again, apparently. 

In the meantime, I defy 
anyone to show me local talent 
which can make the Johnny 
Warrens, John Watkisses, 
Robert Feketes, Ray 
Baartzes, Brian Smiths, Clive 
Thompsons and many, many 
others of yesteryear. 

The significant truth is that 
these former stars and others 
like them all emerged at a 
time when Australian soccer 
standards were at an 
unprecedented high level, at a 
time when an Ampol Cup 
double-header in Sydney put on 
parade some dozen and a half 
Furopean First Division and 
international players. 

The youngsters looked, they 
learned, they matched the 
talents of the imports. 

Now we are about to lower

Gutendorf’s ‘‘China 
squad”’ was not intact for 
the Cosmos game, as 
Gary Cole was unable to 
get time off from work, 
and Roberto Echeverria 
was injured. 

Cosmos had bigger 
problems, as injuries 
robbed the team of both 
Johan Neeskens and 
Dennis Tueart, their re- 
placements were mid- 
fielder Antonio Ca- 
rbognani and forward 
Gary Etherington. 

The Cosmos did not 
play as well as they had 
in beating Victoria 3-2 in 
Melbourne. Franz Beck- 
enbauer, who dropped 
out of midfield to play 
centre back in the second 
half, was much more 
subdued, although still in 
a class of his own and 
most players took notice- 
able ‘‘rests’’ during the 
match. Only Seninho was 


as effective as he had 
been in Melbourne. 

The Socceroos were 
generally faster, more 
determined and more 
willing to tackle. 

One aspect of their 
game with which I did 
not agree was that the 
Wingers, Tommy 
Cumming and John Nys- 
kohus, both operated 
much too wide of central 
Striker Mark Jankovics, 
with the result that Jan- 
kovics always found him- 
self in difficult situ- 
ations, without support. 
It would have been to 
Australia’s advantage to 
have one of the other for- 
wards operating a little 
more inside — as, in- 
deed, Nyskohus did early 
in the game. 

It was memorable 
triumph for the Socce- 
roos. It illustrated once 
again that a player can 
rise to new heights when 
he dons the green and 
gold shirt. 

But it is a result which 
must not be taken to 
mean that Australia is 
already half way to the 
World Cup finals. 


A lot of work remains 
to be done, and the teams 
we will meet in the 
World Cup qualifying 
series will give us much 
stiffer competition than 
the slow, albeit skilful 
veterans of New York. 


The match did not 
start well for Australia. 
Tansey fouled Ether- 
ington and maestro 
Beckenbauer failed nar- 
rowly with the free kick, 
sending the ball bouncing 
off the bottom of the 
post. 

Moments later Beck- 
enbauer speared in in- 
credible through ball into 
space ahead of Seninho in 
full flight. Luckily, Greg 
Woodhouse read the 
move well, and dashed to 
the edge of the penalty 
area where he managed 
to kick the ball away 
from Seninho. 

The Socceroos’ first 
crowd-pleasing move 
was a diagonal ground 
pass by John Nyskohus 
for Tommy Cumming 
running in, but goalkee- 
per Hubert Birkenmeier 
dashed out to save. 


Cumming returned the 
favor by playing a fine 
through ball for Nys- 
kohus but this time it 
was Andranik Eskanda- 
rian who got in the way. 


Tommy Cumming was 
opposed by Greg Ryan in 
the first half but he was to 
renew the battle he had 
fought with Eskandarian 
in Melbourne after half 
time, when he maintained 
his practice of remaining 
on the grandstand wing 
rather than changing 
sides. 


Nyskohus ran at the 
defence yet again in the 
12th minute, before slip- 
ping the ball wide to over- 
lapping Kevin Mullen. Jan- 
kovics: challenged Birken- 
meier for Mullen’s cross, 
which went to unmarked 
Jimmy Rooney who 
headed it home neatly 
from point blank range. 


The crowd roared its ap- 
proval. They had read so 
much about the millionaire 
super stars from America, 
yet our own Socceroos had 
tahen the lead. Remark- 
able!

everyone forward in their 
quest for the equaliser, but 
were leaving their defence 
vulnerable to counter-at- 
tacks. Rooney started one 
with an inspired long ball 
to Steve Perry, standing 
alone on the half line. 
Perry took off across 35 
metres of open territory, 
hotly pursued by Nelsi Mo- 
rais. Perry could have run 
on into the penalty area 
but he shot too early, enab- 
ling Birkenmeier to punch 
clear.

This resulted in 
Perry playing as a fourth 
forward. Carlos Alberto 
had taken Beckenbauer’s 
place in midfield. 

A weaving run by 
Rooney looked promising 
but Bogicevic cut him 
down from behind. The re- 
sultant free kick, taken by 
Henderson, missed nar- 
rowly. 

Tansey went on a spec- 
tacular run past Carlos Al- 
berto, down the flank, and 
cut the ball back to Nys- 
kohus who shot over the 
bar. 

Eskandarian was shown 
the yellow card by Tony 
Boskovic for having fouled 
Cumming. Again Hender- 
son took the free kick, 
blasting narrowly over. 

Santiago Formoso re- 
placed Etherington in the 
65th minute — a surprising 
move, as Etherington had 
shown more aggression 
than the other Cosmos for- 
wards. 

Australia continued to 
attack, with Jankovics 
dashing to the line and 
cutting the ball back high 
to the far side of goal 
where Cumming hit the 
ball first-time on the vol- 
ley, but once again it was 
too high.

British fans ‘drunks’ 


GREEK AND TURKISH players have the worst record for 
violence in European tournaments — but British fans are the most 


And Scottish supporters have ‘‘an acute drinking problem.” 
That’s the view of officials of UEFA, who have just issued from 


their Berne HQ a list of statistics, more or less unpleasant, on Eu- 
ropean players and fans. 


Fvery team which has 
played in a U.E.F.A., 
competition is listed in 
their tightly-controlled 
filing system. 

And the notes on Brit- 
ish fans don’t say much 
for their way of football 
life. Says a bitter Rene 
Fgerle, secretary of 
U.E.F.A’s seven-man 
disciplinary committee 
“The only drunk fan you 
ever see at a match isa 
British drunk fan. 

“T am sorry for great 
clubs like Rangers, Man- 
chester United, Leeds 
United and Spurs be- 
cause all have suffered in 
recent years because of 
the behaviour of their 
followers. 

“But there’s no doubt 
British fans are the 
worst of all, for other 
European supporters 
generally control their 





tempers more easily.” 

U.E.F.A. have a close 
eye on the British and 
are just waiting for the 
fans to step out of line 
again. 

However, U.E.F.A. 
list surprisingly few of- 
fences for last season 
and reveal that not one 
club was banned from 
competing in their tour- 
naments, whereas in pre- 
vious years there had 
always been at least two 
trouble spots. 

Eberle pinpoints the 
reasons like this: ‘‘Per- 
haps the clubs ae begin- 
ning to become aware of 
the heavy penalties that 
can be imposed. Anyhow, 
we always take into ac- 
count the previous 
record of the club con- 
cerned and if they have 


repeatedly committed 
the same offence the 


punishment imposed wiil 
become stronger.”’ 

While British fans are 
condemned, our clubs 
are reckoned among the 
best and well-behaved 
players. 

The worst? After the 
Greek and Turks came 
players from Italy, 
Spain, Portugal and Bul- 
garia. ‘'Hardly a season 
goes by without the 
Greeks being fined, 
cautioned or suspended 
for something,’’ says 
Fberle. 

“In 1971, one Greek 
club was suspended from 
all our competitions 
after its players tried to 
kill the referee and three 
were sent off. And Olym- 
piakos Piraeur have had 
five players sent off 
Since the U.F.F.A. dis- 
ciplinary committee 
was set up in 1967.”

ASTEST TEAM 


New captain predicts a i 
bright future for “Roos. Hii

Speed — that’s the vital, new weapon of Rudi 
Gutendorf’s Socceroos. If the Australian team is to blast 
its way out of the Asian World Cup qualifying rounds, and 
into Spain for the 1982 finals, the blistering pace of the 
side will be the key factor. 


The man making that judgement is Jimmy Rooney, the pint-sized dynamo 
who was recently recalled to the Socceroos after a two-year absence. 

Gutendorf had looked high and low for a general to lead his young team, but soon 
found there was no one better than Rooney, the 32 year old veteran of 85 international 
games and two World Cup campaigns. 


Rooney made a trium- 
phant return. He captained 
the Socceroos to a memo- 
rable 2-1 victory over the 
New York Cosmos in 
Sydney last week, scored 
his team’s first goal and 
was deservedly named 
man of the match. 

Soon he will leave for his 
fourth tour of Asia as a 
member of the 1979 Aus- 
tralian team, which he 
says is the fastest he has 
seen since he began his 
international career in 
1971. 

“This team has a lot 
more speed than the teams 
of 1974 and '77,’" said Roo- 
ney. “Gary Cole, Peter 
Sharne, Tommy Cumming 
and Mark Jankovics are 
really quick, and having 
this pace makes the future 
of this team very bright. 

“The game is getting 
faster all the time, espe- 
cially at international 
level, and this means 
players have less space to 
work in. 

‘‘But speed can create 
space in a tight match, and 
fortunately the Australian 
team has this quality.”’ 

Rooney added that pace 
is particularly important 
against the nimble and 
swift teams produced by 
South Korea and other 
Asian nations. 

‘‘Australian teams have 
always had strength and 
height, which are also im- 
portant qualities,’ said 
Rooney. ‘‘The South 
Koreans may not be physi- 
cally as big and strong as 
Australian teams, but 
their speed allowed them 
to overcome their dis- 
advantage. 

“If Australia can match 
its opponents for pace, it 
will have an advantage be- 
cause our teams have 
always matched opponents 
for aggression.” 

However, the Heidel- 
berg Utd midfielder is 
quick to point out that this 
doesn’t mean Australia 
will whitewash its oppo- 
nents during the tour of 
Asia next month. 

“The current squad will 
leave Australia as a me- 
diocre side,’’ said Rooney. 
‘‘When we return the team 
will have some character, 
and that will be the main 
benefit of the tour. 

“The results we get on 
tour won't be significant. 
The World Cup qualifying 
games are 1} years away, 
and we can start worrying 
about results as those 
games get closer. 

‘Right now, Australia 
has an inexperienced 
national team, and the 
only way we can get ex- 
perience is by touring and 


playing games against top 
opposition.” 

Rooney said many 
people in Australia were 
worried by the results 
achieved by New Zealand 
and South Korea in recent 
internationals. 

“T think you’ll find New 
Zealand is at its peak right 
now,”’ said Rooney. “They 
are getting some good re- 
sults, but the important 
games aren’t for 1} years. 
1] don’t think New Zealand 
can maintain its form that 
long. 

“South Korea, too, may 
well have reached its peak 
too soon, Australia, on the 
other hand, is just starting 
off. We have time to build 
up, and hopefully hit our 
peak at the right time — 
around the start of 1981.” 

Rooney, a wiley and du- 
rable character, isn’t get- 
ting carried away with the 
Socceroos win over the 
New York Cosmos. 

“The boys will keep 
their heads about them,”’ 
said Rooney. “‘We all real- 
ise the Cosmos game was a 
one-off affair, and the 
result doesn’t count for too 
much. The team will not 
rest on its laurels, because 
we know the hard work is 
yet to come. 

‘‘Australia beat a team 
of world stars, but we 
shouldn’t start praising 
ourselves. When we come 
back from this tour of 
Asia, we’ll have a much 
better idea of how good 
this team is. But at the mo- 
ment, 1 will not commit 


myself.” 
Rooney, a perky little 
Scotsman, has slipped 


back into the Australian 
team as though its his 
second home. He talks as 
though he’s never been 
away, which shows this 
man's professionalism. 


Rooney has done a mag- 
nificant job for Australia 
in the past, and will con- 
tinue to do so. He says he 
will be around in 1982, and 
would love to play in an- 
other World Cup finals se- 
ries. 

But, did he think his 
international career was 
finished when Rudi Gut- 
endorf tried nearly every 
notable midfielder in the 
country, except Rooney? 


“The thought that my 
international career was 
finished passed through 
my mind,’’ said Rooney. 
‘*Rudi said he would rely 
on youth, and I had a feel- 
ing that could mean the 
end. 


**But I knew Rudi would 
have to bring in someone 
to help the new boys. I 
thought it could be Peter 


Wilson, Peter Stone or my- 
seli.”’ 

Rooney's hopes were 
further dented when Gut- 
endorf called up ex- 
perienced players like 
Wilson and Col Curran for 
the international against 
New Zealand in Auckland 
earlier this year, but ig- 
nored the Heidelberg mid- 
fielder. 

“J wasn’t really wor- 
ried, because I was playing 
my best soccer in three 
years and knew I had a 
chance of getting in the 
national squad. On ability 
alone I knew I was in the 
running, and because I’ve 
played for Australia be- 
fore, I’ve got experience, 
which was an added bo- 
nus,”’ said Rooney. 

“But 1 will not hear of 
people saying I’m only in 
the team because Rudi 
needs an old head. Age is 
no barrier. There are good 
players and bad players, 
and nothing else. I’m in on 
ability.”’ 

Rooney added he had no 
trouble in reaching and 
maintaining peak fitness. 

‘Im 32, but that’s only a 
figure. What matters is 
how I feel, and at the 
moment | reckon I will be 
able to play for the nation- 
al team in 1982,"" said Roo- 
ney. “Some players quit 
when they are 27 or 28 be- 
cause they can’t keep up 
the pace. 

‘Likewise, I'll retire 
when I can’t make it 
through a game, or when 
my love for the game dis- 
appears. However, the day 
those things happen is a 
long way off.” 

His good form this 
season was inspired by two 
coaches. 

‘‘Len McKendry helped 
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Jim Rooney in World 
with the coaching during 
the State team trainings,’’ 
said Rooney, ‘and Manny 
Poulakakis boosted my 
confidence at Heidelberg. 
Manny wasn’t too impres- 
sed with me when he first 
took over, but soon he put 
his faith in me and gave 
me responsibility.”” 

Rooney said his slow 
start to the season was 
caused by a long lay off 
during the 1978-79 sum- 
mer. 


‘I had about® four 
months off last summer,” 
said Rooney, ‘‘and it took 
me a while to regain fit- 
ness. That’s why I didn’t 
get into form from the 
Start of the season. 


‘There were other prob- 
lems, too. I had to get used 
to new team mates (after 
his $10,000 transfer from 
Marconi), and to living in 
Melbourne again.” 

Rooney’s efforts with 
Heidelberg and Victoria 
caught the attention of 
Gutendorf. Rudi was quick 
to acknowledge Rooney’s 
Stature in Australian 
soccer by appointing him 
captain. 

“‘] relished the idea of 
being captain,” said Roo- 
ney. ‘‘The responsibility 
helps my game. I can help 
the new boys, who are very 
keen and get excited 
before a big game. There’s 
nothing wrong with getting 
keyed up, but these players 
need to be given a bit of 
guidance.”’ 


Rooney is now the long- 
est-serving player in Rudi 
Gutendorf’s team. The 
player in the squad nearest 
to his tally of 85 games is 
Adelaide City striker John 
Nyskohus with 34. 


Many people have asked 
Rooney to compare past 
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Australian teams with the 
present team. 

“It's very hard to as- 
similate the present with 
past teams,’ said Rooney. 
“The circumstances are 
very much different, and 
so I can’t really say one 
team is better than anoth- 
er. 

“However, the present 
team has a depth of talent 
and a lot of ability. in fact, 
there are players outside 
the squad who will put 
pressure on those in the 
team, so there are many 
good players around. 

“This team has aggres- 
sion with the likes of Tony 
Henderson, Cumming and 
Ken Boden, and plenty of 
pace.”’ 

Rooney said the 1974 
Socceroo team had great 
discipline. 

“There is not much good 
having ability without dis- 
cipline,”’ said Rooney. 
“The '74 team had a tre- 
mendous ability to chase 
and to pick up opponents, 
and to work very hard 
during a game. 

‘Hopefully, the present 
team will have the same 
qualities.”’ 

Rooney is the only survi- 
vor from the 1974 team 
which qualified Australia 
for the World Cup for the 
first time. He knew 
success when Australia 
was the underdog in ‘74; 
the humiliation of defeat in 
‘77 when Australia was fa- 
vorite; and now is shaping 
up for his third attempt, 
with the Socceroos facing 
make-or-break pressure. 

Whatever the climate or 
circumstances, Rooney 
has always been in there, 
heart and legs pumping 
non-stop. Australia is 
hoping this man’s sweat 
will once again lift the 
nation to the pinnacle.

Keith Adams had only an 
average game, and Ken Mur- 
phy, while contributing to 
build ups, made few of the for- 
ward thrusts that make him so 
dangerous. Howard Andrews 
was perhaps the best mid- 
fielder in the Essendon team. 

Despite this criticism, 
Croatia deserved to win the 
game because of the effort it 
put into attacking, and how it 
pinned Croydon down after the 
first 20 minutes.

McMILLAN REVEALS: 
“IVE BEEN BANNED’

Dynamic Preston Makedonia striker George McMillan 
has been suspended by his club and will not play in the 
State League Cup final against Essendon Croatia this Sun- 


day. 


McMillan, who missed Preston's 
game last Sunday against Frankston 
City, confirmed he had been given a two- 
week suspension by the club’s com- 
mittee. 

Preston manager Tony Vrzina said 
after the Frankston game that McMillan 
was out of the team because ‘he wasn’t 
feeling well’. He refused to make any 
comment on suggestions that McMillan 
was suspended. 

Other Preston officials were equally 
evasive on the question of McMillan 
being suspended. 

But McMillan told me this week he 
was suspended because of an argument 
he had with manager Vrzina. 

“J had an argument with the coach, 
and later the commiitee called me up 
and suspended me. The reason was that 
arguments with the coach were bad for 
the harmony of the team,” said McMil- 
lan. He was reluctant to make any fur- 
ther comment. 

The suspension of McMillan threatens 
to undermine Preston Makedonia’s bid 
to win its first trophy in the State Lea- 
gue. Since being promoted to the State 
League for the 1976 season, Preston has 
come close many times, but failed to 
win an honor, 

The 1979 State League Cup final is 
perhaps the best chance Preston has 
ever had to win a top league trophy. Es- 
sendon Croatia has lost a bit of form re- 
cently, but still, the team has some mag- 
ical qualities and no doubt, the players 
will come together for this big game- 

Croatia is a bogey team for Make- 
donia. The Essendon side has always 
managed to pull something out of the 
bag when the heat was on. 

Preston, on the other hand, has 
defeated Croatia in league games, but 
always failed dismally when it really 
counted. For instance, Croatia has

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One of Australia’s most LE enced soccer 
administrators, Dr Charles Walker, spoke out 
this week on the big issues facing the sport in 


the 1980s. 


His verdict is that soccer is heading in too many 

wrong directions but he offers new avenues which 

_he believes will return soccer to the position of 
power it held in the early sixties. 


Dr Walker, 73, is a 
patron of the Victorian 
Soccer Federation and for 
10 years has been a 
member of its Appeals 
Board. 

A former soccer player, 
boxer, middle distance 
runner, rugby, ice hockey 
and handball player in Po- 
land, Czechoslovakia and 
Italy, Dr Walker was pres- 
ident of Victorian club Po- 
Jonia for 13 years. 

He was an official of the 
Victorian Ar:ateur Soccer 
Football As ociation and 
of the Aust alian Associ- 
ation but w thdrew when 
the historic ‘split’’ led to 
the extinctic 2 of the asso- 
ciations and their replace- 
ment by new federations. 

Dr Walke often served 
as team dovtor with the 
Victorian side and the Soc- 
ceroos when they played in 
Melbourne. 

And it was Dr Walker 
who established the link 
with the Polish Olympic 
Committee, which led to 
international players like 
Vic Janczyk, Eddie Zienta- 
ra, and Eddie Jankowski, 
coming to Australia to 
play for Polonia. 

Dr Walker has always 
been a sportsman in the 
most lofty meaning of the 
word. The development of 
a healthy mind and body 
through sport and the com- 
radeship that goes with 
sport have always been his 
main concerns. 

One of the reasons he 
withdrew at the time of the 
split was that he believed 
some of the new people en- 
tering the game were not 
true sportsmen. He once 
went to the extreme of ex- 
claiming: ‘“‘You are a 
bunch of Al Capones.”’ 

“Sport is something you 
are born with. It is in your 
blood, but some of these 
people didn’t Know the 
meaning of the word,’’ he 
said. 

Dr Walker saw soccer 
grow from a paddock sport 
into a rousing spectacle 
that drew up to 20,000 
people in the early sixties, 
and he saw the numbers 
shrink back to mere hun- 
dreds. 

We sought his opinions 
on the reasons and the 
remedies, for this is a man 
whose views are respect- 


“T’yve talked to various 
people to try to find out 
why there has been such a 
noticeable drop in attend- 
ances over the years. 
Some said, migrants now 
have other interests — 
their mortgages, their 
cars and washing machin- 
es. Others talked about the 
drop in the standard of the 
game. 

‘“‘What I’ve noticed 
myself is that the base of 
the sport has expanded 
tremendously. There are, I 
believe, about 2000 junior 
clubs alone. The people 
interested in the game are 
flung far and wide, so sup- 
port for games in the top 
leagues is diluted. 

““Yet, with all the 
juniors we have, there 
does not seem to be suffi- 
cient continuation between 
junior and senior soccer. 

“One would expect five 
to ten percent of juniors to 
go through to the top in 
sernior soccer but I don’t 
think this has been the 
case. 

“The ASF obviously 
wants to expand the inter- 
est and involvement in soc- 
cer. In its wisdom, it has 


decided that the way to do 
so is: 

“Firstly, by abolishing 
ethnic names, secondly, by 
restricting the number of 
imported players and 
thirdly, by concentrating 
on getting the Australian 
team into the World Cup 
finals.”’ 


Dr Walker sees little 
hope of success in the first 
and third strategies and 
believes tha second avenue 
of attack must be modi- 
fied. 

On ethnic names, he 
says: “I can’t see any way 
that a switch to district 
names will push the game 
forward and make it 
‘Australian’.

example - would worry 
more about how many 
people smoke its ci- 
garettes than about the 
name of a club or league it 
may support. Companies 
will not sponsor a sport 
that does not attract 
spectators.” 

On the question of im- 
ported players, Dr. Walker 
stressed that of course he 
would prefer to see Aus- 
tralian-born players used 
exclusively. 

However, he added that 
Australian soccer needs 
the stimulation which has 
been provided over the 
years by giants like Dixie 
Deans, Malcolm Macdo- 
nald, Martin Peters, Vic 
Janezyk, Tony and Lolly 
Vella, Mike de Bruyckere, 
Ivan Pikl, Vero Miadeno- 
vic, Leo Baumgartner, 
Herbert Ninaus, Con Nest- 
oridis, Mario Corti, Willi 


Schroif and the other stars 
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Dixie Deans of Adelaide City — we must con- 
tinue importing players of his calibre, says Dr 
Walker.

“Up to the forties and 
fifties, all Victorian clubs 
with the exception of Ha- 
koah, had district names 
and none of them had sup- 
port. 

““Where are they all 
now? What did they do in 
all those years to attract 
people from their partic- 
ular districts? 

“Soccer started to live 
when ethnic clubs were in- 
troduced in 1949, in the 
lower divisions. 

“Juventus and J.U.S.T. 
were born about that time, 
and Polonia came a year 
later. 

“These clubs started a 
new era in soccer. Market 
gardeners from Werribee 
would travel to Melbourne 
in their trucks to watch Ju- 
ventus. Crowds grew 
steadily. 

“Then came Wilhelmina 
Slavia, George Cross and 
the others, and they helped 
stir up interest to such an 
extend that crowds swel- 
led to up to 20,000 at times. 

“Changing these names 
will do nothing for soccer. 

“One argument is that 
district names would be 
easier to ‘sell’ to the big 
companies and to the mar- 
keting men. However, I 
would say that a big com- 
pany - Rothmans for 


who helped lift Australian 
soccer into the limelight. 

“As long as our local 
boys can’t match that stan- 
dard, we will continue to 
struggie,"" Dr. Walker 
said. 

“And if we do without 
imports, the standard will 


not go up. Therefore, inter-' 


est in the game would not 
increase. 

“In other words, the im- 
portation of players must 
continue, although it de- 
finitely could be more se- 
lective.”’ 

Dr. Walker believes too 
much money, effort and 
time has been spent on 
Australia’s World Cup as- 
pirations, 

The money should be 
spent on junior coaching 
and improved playing fa- 
cilities instead. 

“Look at our prepara- 
tion for the next World Cup 
- again we're creating an 
artifical Australian team 
by getting people natural- 
ised at the last moment. 

“And what will it get us? 
We reached the 1974 
World Cup finals but after 
a month or two of elation, 
everyone forgot all about 
it. 

“We had an excellent 
coach in those days - Rale 
Rasic, who achieved tre- 
mendous success. I saw 


Rasic talk to players. AS a 
former player myself, I 
know that a lot of what a 
coach says goes in one ear 
and out the other, but with 
Rasic, the players hung on 
every word he said. 

‘“*Then came two 
coaches who weren’t in 
Rasic’s class and who pro- 
duced nothing. 

“Now we have a new 
coach again. We are spen- 
ding a lot of money on him 
and on the World Cup cam- 
paign - much more than we 
spent in Rasic’s time. 
“Can't the money be used 
for a better purpose? 

“As the moment, child- 
ren are being coached by 
ambitious parents who are 
having a bad influence on 
the youngsters, with their 
win-at-all costs attitude. 
Children must be taught 
that soccer is sport and 
that the joy of participa- 
tion is more important 
than whether you win or 
lose. 

“So the money now 
spent on the World Cup 
should be put into full-time 
junior coaches employed 
by the ASF. This would do 
much more good than 
throwing the money away 
on trying to get to the 
finals of a tournament we 
have no hope of winning 
anyway.” 


And how does Dr. 
Walker see the current 
State of the Philips Lea- 
gue, and its future? 

‘It’s a good com- 
petition,” he said, ‘but 
with few exceptions, the 
clubs are broke and there’s 
no way they can catch up 
with their financial oblig- 
ations on gate takings 
alone. 

“This applies not only to 
the ‘smaller’ States but 
also to NSW and its poker 
machines. Why? Unrealis- 
tic payment to players is 
one reason but even more 
important, there does not 
seem to bea firm policy by 
which the league operates. 

“The relegation-promo- 
tion issue is one example. 
It is illogical to throw outa 
well-established club like 
Olympic which has prob- 
ably the strongest poten- 
tial support in Sydney and 
bring in a club like Biack- 
town, which has virtually 
no support. Even in the 
State League, Blacktown 
is not a leading club. Wool- 
ongong would have been a 
better choice. 

“But more important, 
promotion and relegation 
must be brought into line 
with regular soccer prac- 
tice as soon as possible. 

“This means that the 
bottom two go down and

the top two go up on spor- 
ting merit alone. Any club 
that thinks it can’t afford 
to go up, could simply de- 
cline.” 

Dr. Walker fears that 
Sydney’s big social clubs 
eventually will stop sub- 
sidising their soccer 
teams. 

“Two years ago I went 
with the former Wilhel- 
mina player, Bill West- 
erveld, to the Hakoah 
social club in Bondi, where 
I met the treasurer. He 
told me that he thought 
Hakoah would pull its 
team out of top soccer be- 
cause it was more import- 
ant to pay off the social 
club building than to throw 
money away on a tram 
that gets nothing back 
through the gate.”’ 

Dr. Walker said it was 
important for the PSL to 
cut its air fares by split- 
ting up into two regions - 
north and south, or east 
and west, as is done in the 
US. 

There would be two 
championship com- 
petitions, with the two or 
four leaders from each 
group advancing to a play- 
off s€ries at the end of the 
year. 

“‘Now, what I am about 

to suggest next may at- 
tract heavy opposition 
from the federations,’’ Dr. 
Walker warned, warming 
to his pet subject. 
“The suggestion is that we 
revive the international 
competition that was so 
successful in Victoria in 
the fifties and sixties.” 

In this competition, 
players from various clubs 
were chosen for “‘natio- 
nal”’ representative 
teams. Thus, the com- 
petition would feature 
Fngland, Scotland, 
Germany, Poland, Austra- 
lia, Italy, Greece, and so 


on. 
“It was tremendously 


successful’, Dr. Walker 
recalled. ‘‘The crowds 
were huge. 


‘I’m sure the people 
would come back if we re- 
vived it. It is the only local 
competition which would 
be sure to make money. 

“Some will say that it 
would cause friction be- 
tween nationalities but to 
them I say that in all the 
time I was chairman of the 
competition, we did not 
have a single disciplinary 
case - and the competition 
run for 12 sect 
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“The Federation, when 
it was formed, discarded it 
because it was intent on 
destroying whatever the 
Association had built up. 


“T would revive the 
series with eight teams in- 
itially. 

“The most important 
team would, of course, be 
Australia. It would com- 
prise only players born 
here. 


“‘The other teams could 
be chosen from among 
England, Scotland, Gree- 
ce, Italy, Yugoslavia, Ire- 
land, Holland, Croatia, 
Germany, Makedonia, 
Poland etc. etc. 


“This would extend the 
season of course, but that 
problem could be solved 
simply by scrapping the 
top four competition, 
which is of no value any- 
way. It is simply a copy 
from Australian Rules. In 
soccer the league 
champion is the best team. 
That’s the way it has 
always been’”’ 


Dr Walker spoke briefly 
about soccer’s need for 
greater Press coverage. 

**An experienced journa- 
list, Jack Dunne, told me 
once that the Press deser- 
ved most of the credit for 
having built Australian 
Rules football into the 
giant sport it is today. He 
was right. 

“Soccer needs at least 
part of the type of publi- 
city that is given to Aus- 
tralian Rules. 

“We also need television 
coverage. 

“The ABC costs each 
taxpayer about $130 a 
year, SO we are in a posi- 
tion to apply pressure on 
the ABC to look after the 


‘many migrants who form 


a large percentage of the 
taxpayers. I believe 20 per 
cent of all people in Aust- 
ralia were born overseas. 

‘The ABC must be 
made to understand that 
there are 450,000 regis- 
tered soccer players in this 
country. If you add their 
families, we have at least 
1.2 million people with a 
direct interest in the sport. 

“‘What’s the good if you 
have people like Malcolm 
Fraser at soccer functions 
if you don’t take the oppor- 
tunity to apply a little 
pressure? We must 
demand support and we 
must provide the fugures 
to back us up.” 
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Newcastle needs own 


With the Northern 
N_S.W. State League com- 
petition bringing together 
clubs from Newcastle, the 
South Maitland coalfields, 
Armidale, Tamworth, 
Coff’s Harbour and Graf- 
ton next year, provision 
has to be made for clubs in 
Newcastle which did not 
gain membership. 

It is certain that a com- 
petition for teams from New- 


castle and the coalfields will 
be formed. 

There is a suggestion that 
the competition be limited to 
10 teams. But there are many 
officials who consider there 
should be no more than eight 
Since there will not be suffi- 
cient players of the required 
ability to warrant 10 sides. The 
argument has some merit. 


The clubs with teams in the 
Northern N.S.W. State League 
are already making overtures 


to top players from clubs 
which were not accepted — 
and seem to be gaining a 
flattering response since the 
majority of players in the 
North are eager to play in a 
State-wide competition. | 

Their acceptance of bids for 
their playing services will se- 
riously weaken the teams they 
leave and so reduce the stan- 
dard of a local competion. 

Arguing against reducing 
the premiership to eight teams 
are those who claim that such 


league 


a move would mean that the 
competition would be much 
too short since it would have 
only. 14 premiership rounds. 
That could be overcome by 
arranging a Northern knock- 
out competition open to all 
teams from the senior level 
downwards. Qualifying rounds 
for the lower graded teams, 
with those in the senior grade 
being exempted from the early 
rounds, would extend the local

Reply to Collins 


SIR — Who is Mr P. Collins, 
MLA, to Jash out in such a way 
at the ASF who are the elected 
representatives of soccer, as 
he Is of his club? 

] can ask what has he done 
for the game in his few years 
in soccer or in the State 
corridors of power? What has 
he, and indeed his club, done 
for soccer in the areas in 
which he castigates the ASF 
and individuals? 

Il seem to remember Mr 
Collins’ club in the distant past 
winning the Australia Cup. 
They had little support then 
and have less now, so who is he 
to talk of spectator support? I 
think it begins at club level. 
Mr Collins, especially when 
the media will not give the 
game coverage, not even inter- 
national teams and person- 
alities. If his club and others 
had gone out to the developing 
areas, maybe they might have 
helped soccer. 

What class of player has the 
top clubs brought out from the 
big world of soccer? Few of 
any class, and what of the 
coaches, Mr Collins? 

The top clubs’ only objective 
has been to win the loca] com- 
petitions rather than promote 
and develop soccer at junior 
level for the past two or three 
decades. 

We have our share of junior 
talent which hasn’t been en- 
couraged enough, nor enough 
money spent on developing 
that talent, The State Minister 
isn’t generous and what 
happens to the VSF profits? 

How much is ploughed back 
into development and how 
much goes to the top clubs? 

How many local boys over 
the past two decades have the 
Slavias of this state developed 
and brought into senior soc- 
cer? 

How many coaches of quali- 
ty have been brought into the 
game to help in this important 
and urgent aspect of the game 
which could raise the standard 
of play and increase sepctator 
appeal? 

Some people might wrongly 
construe Peter Collins’ views 
as publicity for the VSF presi- 
dency and it might rebound 
against him and that might be 
bad for soccer. 

Might | suggest to Mr Peter 
Collins and others to fight the 
real anti-soccer people who 
are determined to try to keep 
the sport of soccer in a very 
minor role in the sporting 


community.

Change system 


SIR — I wish to point out a 
serious anomaly in the Philips 
League ladder which was 
brought about as a result of the 
bonus points system. 

1 refer to the position of 
West Adelaide and APIA, 
which were placed 7th and 8th 
on the ladder as follows: 


7th West Adelside 
WoL DEA PP 
10 472 28 31 25 


APIA 
7706313 29 37 «26 


As you can see, APIA won 
more games and scored more 
goals than West Adelaide and 
yet is placed below them. 

I realise that this is of little 
consequence in their current 
positions, but what if they had 
finished 12th and 13th and what 
if the 13th team were rele- 
gated out of the league? 

‘The object of soccer is to 
win more games than your op- 
ponents, coupled with scoring 
more goals. 

The main reason for the 
bonus points system is to en- 
courage teams to score more 
goals. This APIA has done by 
comparison with West Adel- 
aide and yet, it has finished 
lower. 

The only area in which West 
Adelaide was superior to APIA 
was the defence, which con- 
ceded fewer goals. In other 
words, West Adelaide is being 
rewarded for its defensiveness 
— the exact opposite to what 
the bonus point scheme was 
supposed to achieve! 

The prime object of a partic- 
ular game is to win — not nec- 
essarily to win by 4 goals. 

The current bonus points 
system means tnat there can 
bea differential of either 2or 3 
points for winning a game. 

Because of the anomaly, the 
system should be replaced by 


one that is in use in a number 


of minor leagues in England. 
This is the awarding of 3 points 
for a win and one for a draw. It 
virtually amounts to a bonus 
point for winning a game (ra- 
ther than settling for a draw) 
and, of course, to win a game 
you have to score at least one 
more goal than your oppo- 
nents. This, therefore, encour- 
ages the scoring of goals. 

In the leagues which have 
been using it, it has con- 
sistently produced more goals 
and perhaps more import- 
antly, less draws. 

I think the existing bonus 
scheme took much of the inter- 
est out of the PSL in the latter 
part of the season. This would 
have been maintained with the 
3 point win system. 


Another unfair aspect is 
that, if a club is 3 goals down, 
it is usually dispirited and 
likely to concede a 4th goal. 
Even if it did recover and won 
4-3, t wouldn’t get a bonus 
point because it would have to 
win 7-3. 


Surely, the scoring of 4 goals 
in those circumstances is 
worthy of a bonus point. The 
3-point win system would give 
it that bonus point. 


The existing scheme favors 
the stronger clubs, only two of 
the bottom seven got bonus 
points (and these were only in 
the last two weeks of the sea- 
son), 


Anyway, the West Adelaide- 
/APIA Situation proves that 
the existing system is ano- 
malous and should be changed 
for next season.

The complicated transfer of Krncevic to Marconi will not be 
completed until a second game is played between the two clubs. 
In the first ‘contract’ game, played in Sydney early this season, 


Marconi won 7-0.
